It is a CIA book, with disclosures of CIA involvements not known. It i races and 
establishes Nixon's and Ford’s ^©-Watergate connectsons with several Wats rasters. 

Take this literally. For both . 

I keep up with these things. The passing of time requires no correcticns of whisk 
I know. Nor does time date any of the contents except the very beginning, which was, 
when writiea, necessary for comprehension but today is not needed. Thy rest needs 
editing only. Perhaps some additions, certainly cutting. I th ink tha t with good 
editing it will also read like a personal detective story. 

I don’t know what you took from what I did for you on McDonald with just a couple 
of days and without once leaving home. I hope it told you I know my business. Dick should 
be able to tell you that repeatedly I told him what would happen before it happened. 

With Mixon he should tell you that at the beginning, the very beginning, I told him 
that only a coup would keep Nixon in office and that of the means by which he would 
leave the a hite House impeachment was £east likely. He should remember that when he 
told me the Bantam special with Clark ollenhoff that he said would cream the marked 
I said would not and despite Mclleamoi? ; s record, would not be a really gooi work if 
he in fact did an expose. The second time I saw Dick about this Bantam bad cancelled. 

Dick first introduced me to a German publisher’s rep who was at first xxcited but 
then for unexplained reasons backed out. % then introduced me to Harold Oaer and 
Associates, the firm I recently referred to in writing you. Peter Sheppard was the 
agent. When I sent him rough drafts of two chapters without oven reading tiem to give 
him an idea of the exciting new evidence that would not be investigated he threw up 
his hands and said it was not possible.

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I lead what most people might regard as a crazy life® I am into too much but I 
complete what I think for anyone would be a remarkable percentage of what I starto 
Withali and despite the speed with which X must work, a speed that require me to 
publish rough drafts only, in more than a million published words 1 have yet to 
receive a single complaint from anyone of whoa I’ve written, and I’ve published some 
pretty stiff stuff© When I charge the Department cf Justice with suborning perjury 
by the FBI their response is that I know more about this subject (<J£X assassination) 
than .anyone in the F3I© and they do not lay charges on me® though I have done 

this repeatedly under oath® 

What I’m trying to say is that with an enormous output and while being my own 
publisher my work stacks® It also has a considerable following* I must tave letters 
from not leas than 5<?0OQ strangely® % work also is new* I have done the ^noneering 
in the f ields in which I work* 

The problems o aside from what one man can do, are the conditions under which I 
have to write and my tendency to be over-inf creative • Hot with fact or content or 
commercial potential® With my last book, for which all production costs bad to be 
borrowed, I have paid them all off and am beginning to get a return without making 
a single public appearance on it, without doing a single TY show on it, without a 
single .ad or any commercial distribution© It will make money if X do not count the 
cost of my life® a work itself# The same will be true, perhaps more true, of the 
book preparing to print new# This one aay break the JFK case wide open© with 
any luck at all it will© 

So, I’m writing to make a proposal for you to take over The Unimpea c teaent 
book under almost any conditions you want with the eolo stipulations fidelity to the 
unedited work and that you deliver the remainders to me free when you decide to 
remainder# 

If you and Barney are willing to do this I will make some suggestion s that I 
think you will find will reduce your production costs considerably and add to the 
sales potential© I am also willing to take no advance for a 50 P share of the net 
if in turn you will make a serious effort to sell the book in which I will help© 

If this can be of interest what would bo required would be that I read the 
manuscript as I had to lay it aside for my work on the Ray case a year ago and 
then make a xerox so we can both have a copy* I’d also have to rewrite and condense 
the opening to eliminate what now is not needed* I could not do this until I have 
the coming book in the hands cf the printer# I could complete it before I have to start 
selling that book and I would then return to other work partly written© 

It would also require a patient editor* Not because we’d fight# Because of the 
conditions under which I did the original writing# 

I hope to be able to give the coming book to the printer in about two weeks# 

■The initial cost to you if this can be of interest would be a xeroxing cost only# 

I would read that which does not have to be eliminated p correct without rewriting 
what is comprehensible, xerox and then go back and redo the beginning# 

Watergate in the fullest sons© is a significant part of our history* The CIA’s 
unknown pert in it should be exposed# There should, be a published record of what has 
not been put together# This is why I am willing to mfeka an offer that ia not the 
advantageous one for me# I hope it may interest you and Barney#
